Big Fire Near Burlington. 
The mammoth ice house owned by the 
Lincoln ice company of Chicago was struck 
by lightening early. Friday morning; and 
destroyed by fire. The loss, is estimated 
at Hw.OOO. Far men in the,;' vicinity 
fought tbe fire until an early hour in the 
morning, and were able to prevent the 
flames from spreading to tbo fee 'bouse of 
the Knickerbocker company, which is 
adjacent. Tho . building , destroyed con-; 
tained about 500,000 tons of ice and' is 
situated.on tbe south shore of Browns lake 
about two miles from Burlington.

As a result of 
the fight Adolph Monch, who resides on 
Elizabeth street, Kenosha, is In a ward at 
tbe Kenosha hospital suffering from mora" 
than a half a dozen 1 . wounds, and Otto 
Wantlon and August' Sarin.' ore in jail 
awaiting, the appearance of a man who 
con put up a bond to,' secure their release, 
They bad a bearing/before Justice McCar- 
ron Monday morning and tbe bail was' 
fixed at 11.000. j 

Tbe two manyWere; arrested by Deputy- 
Sheriff 0*Har* late Sunday night, and 
Wantlon baa confessed to having stabbed 
Monch, bnt'be alleges that he acted in 
aelf-defenie. 

It seems that there bad been bad blood 
between' the two men for some time and it 
is alleged that Wantionfand Sarin had 
stated on Saturday that tbey were going 
after Morscb, The exact cause of the 
trouble is' not known, but It Is thought to. 
have originated in a quarrel over unionism. 
Monch is a union man and the two men 
charged' with havinir attacked him ore 
non-nnion men, but tbey were formerly 
members of the union. 

The story of the stabbing will probably 
never be fully told as no one witnessed It 
aave the injured man and tbe. men who 
wielded tbe knife. 

fftfmh, Sarin and Wantlon bad been 
drinking at the tavern early Sunday morn- 
ing when the trouble started and the three 
\ -meniand a companion offMoncU'wejitwlt*: 
side of the saloon. It la alleged that the 
mix up started at once, Wantlon claims 
that Morscb attacked him with his fists 
and that in self defense he drew bia knife 
and began slashing. A minnte later tbe 
crowd in the ealoon was attracted by the 
cries of Morscb and carrying him into the 
saloon they found that he was bleeding 
from more than half a dozen knife cuts, 
Monch grew, weak from loss of blood and 
tbe ambulance was burridly summoned 
and be was taken to the hospital. An in- 
vestigation by Dr. Cheever showed that the 
man had a great gosh in his Bide seven 
inches in length, three cuts across the neck 
and throat, one long gash over the kidneyB, 
a gaah across the left wrist and several 
cuts on the arm. It requited sixty stitches 
to close tbe wounds. It ia impossible at 
this time to tell the condition of Morscb 
but the physicians attending him are hope- 
ful of bia recovery. 

In tbe court both of the men arrested 
told their Btory of tbe fight and Wantlon 
seemingly not recognizing tbe seriousness* 
of the charges, admitted that he did the 
cutting. It ii claimed that the men can 
not obtain bonds and tbey will have to re- 
main in jail until the adjourned hearten 
which is set for Tuesday June 20. 

Monch ia well known having resided in 
the city for a number of yean,- ! , The two 
men charged with stabbing him are Fin- 
landen and and had resided here about 
four months.

On Thunday morning of lost week word 
reached our village that tittle Merritt 
Aikin wai drowned near bis home in 
Aurora, on Wednesday evening. He waa 
the only son of Rev. and Mre.'E. J. Aikin 
forraerely residents of this place. Rev. 
Aikin being pastor of the Antioch' M. E.. 
church for four yean. At fint little could 
be learned of the accident but the facts 
have; been gathered and we herewith* 
give an account as accurate .as is possible 
to be obtained." 

• Just how the accident occurred no one 
can tell, as for as can be learned no one 
was with the child at tbe time, and al- 
though bouses' are situated near the spot 
no one seems to ■ have seen him near the 
pond. -He waa in the habit, of sometimes 
being absent from home ait sapper time bat 
always before had returned before dark. 
On t bia particular evening be. came home 
near five o'clock ate a lunch then went out 
into the yard to play. Mn. Aikin was 
oat making calls and attending to small 
business matters .-pertaining to her church 
Work, Rev. Aikin waa preparing to at- 
tend prayer meeting and left the bouse for 
that purpose at about seven o'clock. Tbe 
child after playing about the yard for a 
short time went ia search ; of his ' mother. 
He joined her at tbe home of a. neighbor 
about six o'clock and while his mother 
was talking he was' playing about with 
this neigbore boy. Suddenly Mn. Aikin 
noticed that Merritt was no longer there 
and she thought that he bad .returned 
borne and from, that time on no one seems 
to. have seen the child/ When bis mother

that the- completion of the Panama canal 
would be followed by competition on the 
part' of the trans-continental railroads, 
which would make the canal unprofitable 
as a toll gatherer.

It will not bo long nntil applicants for a 
marriage license will' find that several 
changes have been made in the marriage 
license law. The act recently passed by 
the state legislature, which becomes effec- 
tive July 1, will make these changes in'the 
license affidavit: . No longer will a third 
parly be permitted to visit 'the office and 
secure a license for two pereona to weft, 
who may be relatives or friends. The new 
act provides that the applicants must per- 
sonally appear before the marriage license 
clerk. ' The age and residence of the con- 
cerned parties will not be aufficient-^the 
date and place of birth of each must be 
furnished, At present the' age and resi- 
dence of the concerned patties are sufficient, 
but such will not be tho case when the new 
law becomes effective, as then the date and 
place of birth of each . must 'be furnished.: 
No mate person under 19 yean or female 
person under 16 years will be able to secure 
a license under any circumstances. Even 
at this age parents or guardians must give 
their consent, otherwise tbe parties must 
be of legal age. 



she went to prayer meeting feeling no un- 
easiness, as to. bia whereabouts. 

Aikin were to attend 
the commencement exercises at a young 
ladies school after prayer meeting and bo 
did not return home at tbe close of the 
service. Miss Hattie Bobzieh. a sister of 
Mrs. Aikin, who makes her home with 
them, was home alone and about half past 
nine she bad become so frightend on ac- 
count of his long absence that she tele- 
phoned for bia father and mother, they 
returned home at once and began a thor- 
ough search of the neighborhood visiting 
all the neighboring bouses and searching 
tbe streets until about half past eleven 
without aucce*s. By that time they were 
becoming alarmed for bia safety and it 
was thought advisable to call on the police 
for aid. Neighbors and friends joined in 
the search and when no trace of the 
missing boy could be found elsewhere the 
searching party turned their steps to a 
small pond situated near the school house 
and not far from tbe Aikin home. Thia 
pond is small is filled with stagnant waiter 
and about in the center of it is an old 
well. On the shore of this pond they 
found a coat and a pair of shoes and stock- 
ings, but the missing child had worn no 
coat and the father said tbe shoes did not 
belong to bim, later on a pair- of shoes 
and stockings were found which Rev, 
Aikin identified as belonging to bis sun. 
Their worst fean then became almost a 
certainty. A- boat was procured' and a 
searchlight and grappling hooks were 
sent for and a search of the pond. com- 
menced, for eome time nothing was dis- 
covered and jt waa hoped that he had 
merely left the shoes and stockings when 
he>tartedforhome. At about five o'clock 
Thursday morning after a search of about 
two hours tbe body was located in the old 
well at which place the water was nearly 
twenty feet deep. Tbe body was brought 
to tbe serf ace with tbe grappling- irons 
and taken into the boat, anaiubulance was 
was aummoned and the body was convey* 
edtothe undertaking room. Tbe body 
was fully dressed with the exception of the 
shoes and stockings which were found on 
the hank. After recovering the body, the 
search was itU continued aa it was sup- 
posed on account of the clothing found on 
the bank that lorae.othe?' child had; been 
with him /at the time the; accident oc- 
curred, but at eight o'clock .nothing else 
being found the search wob given up. 
■ It is supposed tbat the child waa playing, 
near the pond and seeing the raft .climbed 
upon it, loit bis balance' and -fell into the 
deep water for the body was; found near, 
the raft, ., As near, aa can' be told' the ac\ 
ctdent r cocurred between; the - hours' of six 
and seven o'clock on Wednesday evening, 
Janet, Later tbe coat and shoes' found 
on tbe there were, claimed by- fi" .boy..: who 
said that he hod been to the pond that 
morning and gone, away forgetting to take 



them. When the bodyjwas discovered and 
the last hope of finding hint alive was de- 
stroyed Rev. Aikin waa prostrated with . 
grief. Kind friends and neighbors did 
all In their power and tbe reiponsibilitica 
of all arrangements wore lifted from tbo 
afflicted parents; by sympathizing friends, 
The body waa taken home at three o'clock 
Friday' afternoon, when all tbe school 
children under tbo guidance of their teoch- 
en came to take a laat look at their little , 
playmate. The funeral wan held at the 
home on Saturday where a large number 
of friends and relatives were present, Pre- 
siding Elder Rowe having charge of the 
services. . The body was taken to Elgin 
where it. was laid by tbe side of his little 
cousin, a child of Mn, Aikin's sister. 
Rev. and Mn. Aikin remained In Elgin 
until St?n2ay evening when tbey returned 
to their home' in. Aurora, On Wednesday 
they ■ wil I accompany Mr. Aikin's mother . 
back to if IchigoS' where they will remain ' 
about a : month taking a, inoch needed 
rest. 

After the news. of the sad accident bod 
spread over the city the question of declar- 
ing this .'pond' a public nuisance waa 
brought up and is being strongly discussed 
everyone seems to be in favor of doing so, 
and having the place filled .up, .The 
grounds around this pond ore inclosed by 
a high iron 'fence and it Isaaid that neither 
Mr. or Mn. Aikin knew tbat such a place 
existed until Thursday morning. But it ■ 
seema tbat often times the school children 
under the care of their teachers havo been 
allowed to play about the grounds and near 
the pond and it had 1 hot been considered' 
unsafe, this being the fint accident that 
ever occurred there. Menitt was the only 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Aikin, and had he 
lived until Thunday last he would have , 
twen eight years of afre. 

They have many' friends in this vicinity 
who sympathise with them in their hour 
of trouble.- ',.

Awakened at about 12 o'clock Sunday 
night by.a dull tbud as ofa.'body_falting, :.-

streets, arose from her couch to investigate. 

Going at lust to the bath room of tbo 
flat she pushed open the door and there , a 
ghastly sight. met her gaze. ; Prone on the 
floor with u paleness aa of death, on their 
faces, lay ber two daughters, Misses Mamie ', 
and Oram, aged respectively 18 and 16 ' 
yean, while - tbe overpowering fumes of 
gas told the Btory all too well. 

Mn. Moore at once awakened by her 
cries Mr. and.Mn. N. F. Stmaff and. they 
'telephoned for Dr. . Connell, who worked 
over the two young ladies hovering on tbe 
borderland of hereafter for' over an' hour 
and a half. 

As a last resort, all other means foiling,' 
Dr. Connell injected hypodermically a 
saline solution to stimulate tbe action af 
the heart and this proved efficacious. It 
is perhaps the fint time that salt and water * 
have been used in this manner in; an ac- 
cident in thia vicinity, and its use waa 
successful.

Borne Convenient lloakv* 
Wboro there 1b more or less hauling 
of bags of grain or other bulky article* 
on tho farm a number of hooks attach- 
ed to handles will be found exceeding- 
ly useful. Several hookn nmy bo form- 
ed by tho local blacksmith at small 
coat In the labor saved In a single sca- 
Bon. The Illustration shows sevcrnl of 
tho hooks that will be found tho moBt 
useful. The hook shown nt Flguro 1 
ts the one fnmlllnr to city people, used 
as it Is by truckmen who bandit* heavy 
bags and boxes. Figure 2 represents 
a longer hook mndo of Iron with a 
rihnrp hook end and a bhort handle 
of wood; a 'piece of hardwood la fast- 
ened around tho middle of the bar of 
Iron which permits one to get a firm 
grip with the other hand. Figure 3 
represents the double hook fastened to 
a handle of hardwood by ferules Indi- 
cated at o, o, o. Figure 4 shows the 
details of constructlo-h of the hook 3, 
the manner of flattening tbo ends of 
the iron rods nnd fastening them to 
Stout handle by rivets, If so desired. A 
Indicates a stout wire run through 
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small auger hole near end of handle 
and securely wrapped nround rods to 
give strength nnd firmness to the fast- 
ening. — Indianapolis News.

.? Small Areas, TleHcr Core* 

An agricultural paper plibllHhed In 
tho West la bemoaning tho tendency 
of farmers to reduce the area of work- 
ing soil. In some localities they aro 
being forced to tbla by tho Increasing 
value of ftirm property, with tho con- 
sequent taxation making it too valua- 
ble In the one sense, and too expensive 
In tho other, to use for farming pur- 
poses. There Is, however, another side 
to tho question — a side which farmers 
lu nil sections located near good mar- 
kets, have learned — nnd this Is that It 
If more profitable to till ten acres well 
than n hundred 111. 

Kcar the great clfy of Xew York 
there nre n hundred men or more who 
raise market stuff on land worth sev- 
eral thousand dollnrs an ncre. They 
pny the high rent for such land nnd 
make a profit simply becauae they get 
several big crops from the boII, with 
the help of hotbeds nnd cold frames, In 
a season, It mny he clnlmed that such 
work la not possible except In such- a 
locality, but those who know say that 
prices In Wew York aro frequently 
much less than In mnny of tho smaller 
cities and towns, which In undoubtedly 
true. A neighbor of the writer, In 
town, makes more profit from seven 
acres In Bmnll fruits and about an 
acre, range and all, devoted to poultry, 
than do most of bis neighbors with 
farms ranging from fifty to eighty 
acres in extent — Indianapolis News. 



Relic vlas Culvei from Flics, 
During the su miner months flics are 
n constant torment to young calves. 
The entomological department of the 
Kansas State Agricultural College tins 
been experimenting nnd compounding 
various substances In order to produce 
on effective and economical mixture, 
which, when applied to the surface of 
an animal would ward off the flics. As 
a result of these experiments, It lias 
succeeded In producing the following 
formula, -which seems to answer the 
purpose reasonably well: Bcsln, 1-J4 
pounds; laundry soap, 2 cakes; fish-oil, 
Vj pint; enough water to mnke three 
gallons. Dissolve the resin In a so- 
lution of soap and water by beating; 
add the fish-oil and the rest of the 
water. Apply with a brush. It to be 
used as a spray, add -,£ pint of kero- 
sene. This mixture will cost from 7 to 
8 cents per gallon, nnd may be used on 
either cnlvcs or cows. One-half pint 
of tbla mixture Is considered enough 
for ono application for a cow; a calf, 
of course, would require considerably 
less. It will be more economical to 
apply this only to the ports of the ani- 
mal not reached by the tall. At first 
It will perhaps bo necessary to give 
two or three applications per week, 
until the outer ends of the hair be- 
come coated with resin; after that, re- 
touch those parts where the resin is 
rubbed off. 



BprnylnK Potatoes, 

To get the best of tho blight on po- 
tatoes the work of spraying must be 
started when tho plants ore 'a few 
inches high and continued throughout 
the sea sou, doing the work thoroughly 
every ten days or two weeks nt most, 
oftener if tho mill wasnes off the 
spray. While opinions differ, experi- 
ence has shown thnt the Iollowlng for- 
mula Is the most effective one for use 
In spraying potatoes: Dissolve six 
pounds of blue vitriol and four pounds 
of best stone Hmc In fifty gollons of 
water nnd when the plants are small 
apply nt tho rate of fifty gnllona per 
acre, Increasing the quantity as the 
plants grow until In midsummer 100 
gallons to the acre nre used, 

When it is necessary to use some- 
thing for the destruction of potato 
bugs, dissolve Paris green In the Bor- 
deaux mixture as Indicated, at tho 
rate of one pound to each seven ty-flvo 
gallons of tho mixture, spraying tbo 
combined mixture together. While sev- 
eral other mediums tire used, we feel 
that the Bordeaux mixture compound- 
ed as Indicated, will do the business 
better than anything else. If the best 
methods arc followed In conjunction 
with this spraying, there ought to be 
comparatively little trouble in obtain- 
ing a good crop of potatoes in a nor- 
mal season. 



Ear Mark the Plga. 

In tho fnll when we wish to sort out 
breeding sows we do not know wheth- 
er they nro from sows that we care to 
reproduce or from Inferior animals, 
writes H. E. Cook In National Stock- 
man. Ofttlmes a sow may have only 
three or four pigs, nnd they become 
full grown on account of plenty of 
nurse. Now, I would much rather 
have young sows from mothers giving 
full Utters, even If not quite so large, 
because they nre bred from good milk- 
ers, 'just what we want to reproduce. 
I therefore ear-mark tho pigs In the 
spring ns aoon aa they are strong nnd 
record the numbers, making a Judi- 
cious selection possible.

Tho higher tho breed, tho greater the 
care must be. Cut down on the large 
grain. 

No -poultry breeder will makp the 
nests for his sitting hena on tbo 
ground. 

Persian Insect powder Is a good rem- 
edy for lice. It should be dusted over 
the fowls nnd nests. 

Keep the chicks out of damp places 
and watch for roup. Dampness af- 
fects tho feet and lega of tho chick. 

Clean tho poultry-house every day. 

Do not throw nway old broken plas- 
ter and mortar. Tut it In the poultry 
yard. 

Paint tho poultry-houses outside nnd 
whitewash It often Inalde. If you can 
not do both, do tho inside once a 
month. 

Capons arc superior In every respect 
to all other fowl, Tho public demand 
them — tho poultry dealer must hnve 
them — nnd the poultry raiser must pro- 
duce them.

Three members of n touring party, one 
woman nnd two men, were drowned, and 
two other persons lint) narrow escapes 
from death when a large touring car 
plunged timing!) mi open draw lit to the 
Chicago Itlvor tit the Hush street bridge 
at 8 o'clock Saturday i> veiling. 

William II. Hoops, who wits acting ns 
chn tifTciir when tho accident occurred, 
says he tried to pan* another nutomoblle 
which he had been trailing nnd this was 
the cnuse of the spectacular accident. 
Hoops declared there were no signal 
light* to warn iilm Unit the bridge was 
open, ami tlint If there were he could not 
hcc tticm In the licnry fog. 

Pedcstrlnns Haw threo maclilnct run- 
ning aide by side up the Incline ts the 
bridge. When tliey wore within twenty 
ynrds of the opening the niiichlno occu- 
pied by. Hoops nnd his" friends shot 
ahead. An agonized cry wall heard by 
thoso In the other carriages as Hoops 
haw and realized his peril. 

Hoops, the police say, had no time to 
attempt to clicck tho speed of the car 
although, according to his own story, ho 
made frantic efforts to nwerrs tho car 
around. The rubut'r-tlrcil wheels slipped 
on the wet pavement and the vehicle slid 
ftltlcwnyu Into the open draw. The mo* 
ment those In the car realized their dan- 
ger all stood tip In the machine. The 
women screamed nnd lite men clung to 
tin* sides of the vehicle ns It plunged Into 
space, Ho fast was the car going that 
It shot some iliittntice out over tho water, 
turned suddenly, throwing out all tho 
occupants, and then dived Into the water. 
Immediately every possible effort was 
made by those who had witnessed the 
accident to ■ offer assistance to those 
struggling In the water. The flrehont 
Illinois nnd several patrol wagons were 
hurried to tha bridge. Thosa on the 
street could still tsoo tho victims strug- 
gling In the water nnd occasionally heard 
their cries for assistance. 

As this was the second accident of the 
same kind to occur at the Hush street 
bridge, tho authorities at onco took steps 
to prevent further disaster. Acting May- 
or Patterson ordered the police to require 
automobile drivers to come to a dead stop 
when approaching bridges In the future. 
Tho police were warned to ace that tho 
order is obeyed to the letter.

BANKER GOES TO PRISON. 



Frank G. XUnclow Sentenced for Ten- 
Year Term. 

' Frank G. Blgeiow, Milwaukee's mil- 
lionaire defaulting banker, la charge of 
United States Deputy Marshal Johnson, 
started for the government prison at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kan., Saturday night 
to serve a sentence of ten years Imposed 
.on him by Judge Joseph Y, Quarles at 
Milwaukee. Blgcluw nftcr pleading 
guilty and nsked if he had anything to 
say why sentence should not be passed, 
gloomily shook his head In the negative. 
The maximum sentence of ten years was 
then Imposed. 

Jlldgo Quarles, a personal friend of 
Blgeiow, In a voice denoting suppressed 
emotion, Bald: 

."It Is something more thnn regret, It 
Is profound sorrow, that I experience In 
view of tho stern duty by which I am 
now confronted, I gladly would have 
devolved this function upon another, but 
oa maturo reflection it hns seemed that 
a public otllcer ought not to shrink from 
the discharge of any pluin duty because 
of personal consideration. The sugges- 
tions of sympathy that so naturally arise, 
based upon penman 1 friendship, must be 
silenced by the just requirements of tho 
law. 

"By reason of the groat prominence of 
tho defendant and tho enviable position 
that he held in banking circles, the evil 
Influence of his. default has been far 
reaching. Here Is a man of high intelli- 
gence, ripe experience, enjoying tbo un- 
limited confidence of the people of this 
city, occupying high social station, who 
nppcars deliberately to have been sys- 
tematically fatso to his trust and guilty 
of repeated violations of the taw. In 
such a case the court can see no pal- 
liating circumstance. 

"It la concluded and adjudged on tha 
pica of the defendant that the said de- 
fendant Is guilty as charged In the counts 
of the Indictment, nnd the sentence of 
the law is that for each of the counts la 
tlis Indictment he be imprisoned in the 
United States penitentiary at Fort Loot* 
eaworth a period of ten years,"

True Way to Blake Tea. 

Luwiiii, a poet, saw In the tea serv- 
ice the same hnrmony nnd order which 
reigned through all things. In his cel- 
ebrated tvork the "Cha-klng" (The 
Holy Scripture of Tea) he formulated 
the code of tea.

There are three 
stages of boiling; the first boll is when 
tbo little bubbles like the eye of fishes 
swim on the surface; the second boll 
Is when the bubbles aro like crystal 
bends rolling In a fountain; the third 
boll Is when the billows surge wildly 
In the kettle. The cake tea Is roasted 
before the fire until It becomes soft 
like a baby's arm and Is shredded Into 
powder between pieces of One pnper, 
Salt Is put In the first boll, the tea In 
the second. At the third boll, a dlp- 
perful of cold water Is poured Into the 
kettle to settle the tea nnd revive the 
"youth of the water." Then the bev- 
erage was poured into cups and drunk.

Hallway Rate JLciffalatfon. 

At the biennial convention of the Or- 
der of Railway Conductors, recently 
bold at Portland, Ore, resolutions were 
unanimously adopted voicing their sen- 
timents as to tho effect of proposed 
railway rate legislation on the 1,300, • 
000 railroad employes, whom they In 
past represented. These resolutions 
"Indorse tho attitude of President 
Roosevelt In condemning secret rebates 
and other Illegalities, and commend the 
attitude of the heads of American rail* 
ways, who, with practical unanimity, 
have joined with the President on this 
question," They then respectfully 
point out to Congress the "lnadvlsahlll- 
ty of legislation vesting In the hands 
of a commission power over railway 
rates, now lower by far In the United 
States than In any other country," be- 
cause such regulation would "result in 
litigation and confusion and Inevitably 
-tend to an enforced reduction In rates, 
Irrespective of tho question of the abil- 
ity of the railroads to stand the reduc- 
tion, especially in view of the Increased 
cost of their supplies and materials." 
They further protested against such 
power being given to tho present Inter- 
state Commission because "the pro- 
posed legislation Is not in harmony 
with our Idea of American Jurispru- 
dence, Inasmuch as it contemplates 
that a single body shall have the right 
to investigate, indict, try, condemn and 
then enforce its decisions at the cost 
of tho carriers, pending appeal, which 
Is manifestly inequitable." 

Tho conductors base their demand 
for only such legislation, if any, as 
would "secure and insure Justice and 
equity and preserve equal rights to nil 
parties concerned" ou the ground that 
tho low cost of transportation "is the 
result of the efllclency of American 
railway management and operation 
which have built up tho country 
through constant improvement and de- 
velopment of territory, while at the 
same time recognition has been given 
to the value of Intelligence among em- 
ployes In contrast to foreign methods, 
where high freight rates and lowest 
wages to employes obtain." 

In pressing their claim against legis- 
lation adverse to their interests, they 
point out the fact that ."tho freight 
rates of this country average only 2 
per cent of -the cost of articles to the 
consumer, thus making tho freight rate 
so Insignificant a factor -In the soiling 
price that numerous standard articles 
are sold at tho same price Id all parts 
of the country."

Harrrmj Depose* Kins nml Dissolves 
Union with Sweden. 
Ktng Oscar tins been dethroned by 
the Storthing as ruler of Norway. The 
long- 111 route nod storm burst o\-cr tho 
roynl hotisu of Norway nnd Sweden 
Wednesday when a resolution wits 
passed by the Storthing deposing Os- 
car II. and Inviting tho present gov- 
onunent to beconte a regency and ad- 
minister the affairs of tho country. 

At the same time the Storthing ex- 
pressed Its willingness to accept Eu- 
gene Napoleon Nicolas, younger son 
of King Oscar, ns King of Norway. 

Thus the dissolution of Norway and 
Sweden, prophesied for so vera I years, 
has finally been brought about in n 
regular and legal manner, the tlrst step 
being the dethronement of the king. 

Rumors that a republic would ba 
attempted were set at rest Immediate- 
ly by the Invitation extended to the 
present government to compose n re- 
gency nnd by the tentative offer of 
tho Norwegian crown to Eugeuo Na- 
poleon Nicolas. 

The crisis was brought about by 
popular resentment of King Oscar's 
failure to revoke his veto, given nt 
Stockholm, of the law for separate

ple. It was also urged that tho fre- 
quent and long-continued absences of 
the King from Norway had served to 
suspend his authority. 

Both countries have been preparing 
for it conlllet,' making extraordinary 
army approprintlons. Crown Prince 
Gustnf of Sweden is said to have a 
secret understanding -with the Kaiser 
that would bring Uennnuy Into the 
conflict, and such au Interference Is 
regarded ns likely to result in! all Eu- 
rope becoming Involved.. 

King Oscar, whose great-grandfath- 
er was a Pyrenean peasant, startled 
nnd shocked his brother monnrchs of 
Europe a few„ycars ago by expressing 
his belief In the Darwinian theory of 
the descent of man 'from tho moukey 
family. This expression, so utterly at 
varluuce with the belief of other roy- 
alties lii their semldlvlnc origin and 
sucred character, was deeply resented 
by royal personages aud attributed to 
the plebeian origin of King Oscar, as 
a descendant of Beruadotte, one of the 
great Napoleon's favorite marshals. 

TO STORM WASHINGTON. 

Coming Maiicnvcn Wilt Test the De- 
fenmee of the National Capital. 
A hostile (leet under the command of 
Rear Admiral Francis W. Dlckins will 
attempt to force an entrance to Chesa- 
poake Bay and attack tho cities of 
Washingtoa and Baltimore. 

For the first time since the Civil War 
tho defenses of> the capital city will be 
thoroughly tested under conditions of 
the greatest secrecy, and it U expected 
that as a result many Important changes 
In the fortification of Chesapeake Bay 
and the Potomac river will be made. 

Little of tho actuoj plans for the so- 
called "joint exorcises" of the army and 
navy hare been given out at either the 
War or Navy Departments. The plaa 
of defease has been left to Maj, Gea. 
James F. Wade, commanding the At- 
lantic division, who will exercise In per- 
son command over tho artillery forces 
that will participate In tho uumeuvtfrs. 
Tho attacking force, Its plans and opera- 
tions will be under the direction of Rear 
Admiral DIcklos, who hns not reported to 
the Nary Department nny of tho details 
of his plan to take his licet past the pow- 
erful forts guarding Chesapeake Bay 
and up tho Potomac, river. 

For weeks the army has been prepar- 
ing for the coming exercises. Artillery 
troops hare' been brought from all along 
the Atlantic const to fort* within tho 
zone of the coming mnm*urcrs; guns have 
besn overhauled and .put inprimo fight- 
ing condition; blank ammunition for guus 
and mortars has lieeu shipped to Fort 
Monroe, Fort Ilunt and the various for- 
tiiicatloua guarding tho city of Baltimore, 
until now it Is believed the fortifications 
to be engaged in tho mlmle war are ready 
not only to meet a friendly "fde" but, 
If necessary, to engage an actual enemy. 
None of the big battleships will ea- 
gae la the moncuvers, owing to the heavy 
cost to tho government when ships of 
this size participate In such exercises. 
Under his command Admiral Dlckins will 
hare, however, the second-class battle- 
ship Texas, tbo monitors Arkansas, 
Florida and Nernda, the cruisers Atlan- 
ta and Newark, tho tralaitig ships Hart- 
ford and Franklin, the converted yachts 
Siren and Hornet, with the naval militia 
of Maryland aboard, and four of the 
best aud fastest torpedo boat destroyers 
In tho nary. 

Officers both of the army and. the naTy 
declare that, In many ways the exercises 
In Chesapeake Bay will be the most Im- 
portant maneuvers ever held id this 
country. 

An autopsy on the body of Mrs. Law- 
rence Barnett, who was hollered by the 
police to hare been strangled to death 
with a towel tied about her neck ia her 
room In East Fifteenth street, New 
York, has. disposed of tho murder theory. 
It was found that death was due to nat- 
ural causes. 



Peace negotiations between Russia 
and Japan will be Instituted as n re- 
sult of the efforts of President Roose- 
velt to end the war. The two nations 
will deal directly with each other, to 
prevent nny attempt nt Interference 
from any European, power, and It Is 
not unlikely that the negotiations will 
be conducted lu Manchuria between 
tho truce-st tiled armies of Oynnm and 
LInevltch. Through President Roose- 
velt, Russia knows In n -general way 
of the. most Important demands Japan 
will make nnd Is satisfied with them. 
The way that lends to peace 1ms been 
cleared and those who nro familiar 
with all that hits been done nro confi- 
dent Umt no obstacle will nrlse to 
block It. 

The conclusion of the President's ef- 
forts to est n bl Is h n working bnsls on 
which the belligerents could discuss 
and agree to peace terms was an- 
nounced at the White House Frldny 
night by glvhiR out a format nnd Iden- 
tical note which Mr. Roosevelt sent 
to Russia and Japan, urging them "for 
their own stikes nnd In the Interest of 
tho whole civilized world to open di- 
rect negotiations for pence." " 

This nolo was the Html word from 
the President in a series of exchnnges 
through which compliance with his re- 
quest had been guaranteed. 

The President's offer to assist In ar- 
ranging the time and place for the 
peace conference Is purely a formality 
an evidence of friendship. There Is 
no Idea that either Russia or Japan 
will cull on him to act lu Hint capacity, 
for It Is well understood that they ore 
to deal directly with each other. Japan 
has declared from the beginning tuat 
when the time came to end the war 
she would deal with no other power 
than RuHsIa nnd through no other 
power. The Czar took precisely the 
same position when he was approach- 
*I by Ambassador Meyer and an- 
nounced thnt as a condition precedent 
to nny pence negotiations It must be 
understood that Japan's terms would 
be reasonable and involve no humilia- 
tion for Russia aud that tho two na- 
tions would be left to settle their 
quarrel between themselves nnd on 
their own terms. 



Text of President** Note. 

The text of the President's note to 
the belligerents la as follows: 

Tho President feels that tho time has 
come when, in the Interest of all nian- 
klnil.4ie must endeavor to see If It Is not 
possible to bring to nn end. the terrible 
ami I lamentable conflict now being waged. 
With both RusHln and Japan tho United 
States has nherltcd ties of friendship 
ami good will. It. hopes for the pros- 
perity nnd welfare of each, and it feels 
that the progress of tho world la set 
back by the war betweoa these two 
great nations. 

Tho President accordingly urges the 
Kussian nnd Japanese governments, not 
only for their own sakes but In the la- 
terest of the whole civilized world, to 
opei direct negotiations for peace with 
one another. 

Tho President suggests that these' 
peace negotiations be conducted directly 
and exclusively between the belllgereats* 
in other words, that there may be a 
meeting of Russian nml Japanese pleni- 
potentiaries or delegates without any In- 
termediary, In order to see If It is not 
possible for these representatives of the 
two powers to agree to terms of peace. 
The President earnestly asks that the 
governments nddressed do now agree to 
such meeting nud Is asking the govern- 
ments likewise to agree. 

While the President does not feel that 
aay Intermediary should be called In la 
respect to tho peace ne K otIatloas them- 
selves, he Is entirely wilting to do. what 
he properly can If the two powers con- 
cerned feel that his services will be of 
aid in arranging tho preliminaries as to 
the time and plnce of meeting. But If 
even these preliminaries can be arranged 
directly between tTIo two powers or in 
any other way the President will be 
glad, as his sole purpose Is to bring about 
a meeting which the whole civilized 
world will pray may result la peace."

CONGRESSMAN MAItSUI IS DEAD, 

After Irftnir and Vuried Fabllc Bervlce 
Veteran 1 * Career !■ Closed. 
Congresumnn Benjamin l*\ Marsh of 
the Fourteenth Illinois district died at 
bis home In Warsaw, after an Mucus of 
several weeks. The end. however, came 
suddenly nnd unexpectedly. Col. Marsh's 
Illness dates back to the early part of 
last February, when he was stricken in 
Washington. It was then thought that 
ho was fatally ill and members of his 
family were siiunnnned to the capital, 
among them bis wife,* who died three 
months ago. Col. Marsh temporarily re- 
gained bis strength, but it was Dot long 
after returning to hi* homo that lie be- 
gan to decline, his end being hnsiened, 
It Is Hi ought, by the shock of bis wife's 
death. Col. Marsh was born In Wythe 
township, I Inn cock county, Illinois, ami 
was reared on his father's farm, was edu- 
cated In private schools until 14 years 
of age, when be was rent to Jubilee col- 
lege.

Marsh was distinguished In thu Civil 
W r ar by nu unusually hazardous cavalry 
charge, In which he was wounded sev- 
eral times, lie was a member of Con- 
gress from 1S7U to 1SS2. from 1SJ02 to 
3000 and from 1002 t»> the time of his 
death.

Flint arose, took his revolver and, 
opening the door, fired without a wool 
of warning. "I sometimes walk In my 
sleep," says Flint. "My wife has caught 
mo nt It twice. When I have been nt the 
lighting p| nut I hnve gone to sleep In 
my chair aud when I would wake up 
would find that the oil cups had been 
filled. There was no explanation other 
than that I filled them while asleep. I 
think I wns In that condition when I 
shot poor Charley. God knows I would 
not shoot him for tho world. Why, wo 
were brought iUp together and always 
hnvo been the best of, friends." Mc- 
Mullen 'asked to see Flint and when told 
th nt ho was, in jail— from which he was 
later released— said: "Oh, they shouldn't 
have done that'; he wasn't to blame."

Edward Dye, Chicago Musician', Re- 
leased lrom Insane Asylum* 

Edward Dye, at .one time a musician 
of Chicago, who for twelve years has 
been In the Northern Illinois Insane hos- 
pital In Elgin because hta relatives and 
friends had deserted hlmjind refused to 
sign a ninety-day pnrolc'bond, wns re- 
leased from tho hospital the other day. 
Thirty years ago Dye' and 0, B. Brig- 
ham, local mniingcr for a piano company, 
lived side by side on Lake street in Chi- 
cago. They attended school together 
and both became interested In music.

which gave It hut six months to close up 
the business nfter the end of the fair.

Tomatoes ns a winter crop did not 
prove very profitable at the Ohio sta- 
tion. Tho market .was very limited 
and the price not high enough to prove 
attractive, but the spring and summer 
crop of to inn toes paid well, better than 
lettuce or cucumbers. The nverage 
yield for the term of years was at the 
rate of two pounds four ounces per 
square foot, or nine pounds to the 
The" "land l* lftnt » plants, being set two* feet apart 
each way. The price raised from five 
to twenty cents a pound, averaging 
about twelve cents. The harvest was 
from June 10 to Aug. 1, and for the 
last harvest the crop nvcraged twentyt 
cents per square foot. Thick planting 
was found to give more fruit In weight, 
but Bligbtly , smaller specimens. The 
varieties were . Stone nnd Beauty, 
which proved about cqunl Itf merit 
Seeds were sown Dec. 1, plants trans- 
planted twice Into pots, and set In tbo 
plunt beds by the middle of March. 
The vines were, supported on coarse 
wool twine nnd were severely pruned 
nnd the Buckere-removed., Leaf blight' 
wns controlled by the use of Bordenur 
Bpray.

Apples Grown for Cider* 

While In thlB country apples not 
•good enough for market are commonly 
used for making elder, tho English 
elder manufacturers grow special va- 
rieties for the purpose, .The. result: Is 
that In England, at least, tho home*' 
made elder 1b considered much better 
than that obtained from Canadian or 
American fruit, and they claim that 
the imported cider Is only fit to mix 
with tho full-flavored artlclo mndo 
from English elder apples. Among the 
kinds grown are \tareham Russets, 
Bees Pool, Beauty of Kent, etc. : They 
furnish enormous crops of a ' fruit 
which yields hlgh-cblored, rich-flavored 
Juice. Tho growers find elder apples 
profitable because while. toe. prices' aro' 
low there'll much' lets trouble aud ex- 
pense In ban- est ing the' crop.

PEOPLE OF THE PHILIPPINES 



Tbre«-fifih« of the Population Live In 
Small Villages. 
Id the Philippines the denflltv of 
population is sixty-seven to the square 
mile. In toe United States It la twen- 
ty-six to the square mile. The Inhabi- 
tants of the Philippines are usually 
found on or near the coast, except In 
the island of Luzon, where about half 
the people live in the two rich valleys 
In the Interior, Only one-seventh of 
the civilized population live Inland, 
but the wild peoples are confined al- 
most entirety to the Interior. 

In the archipelago there are 13,400 
barrios, or villages, with an average 
population of 500 Inhabitants. The 
average site of the barrio varies wide- 
ly in different provinces. A number 
of adjacent barrios form a pueblo, or 
municipal unit, and thus there Is prac- 
tically nb rural population. Three- 
fifths of the population live In villages 
of less than 1,000 Inhabitants and 4 
per cent In towns of over 5,000. 

There are four towns with a popu- 
lation exceeding 10,000 each and th!r- 
ty-flvo with a population exceeding 
6,000. Manila Is the only Incorporat- 
ed city In the Islands and Its lnhabl- 
.vtante number 219,928.

English Civil Service Appointments

"Once a civil servant always a elrll

Unttlto tho civil service tn tho Unit* 
od States, there Is no strong partisan- 
ship; appointees hold tholr positions, 
no matter which party may be In pow- 
er.
